Completion  Of  Doms 
Planned  For  September 

Five  new  residence  halls  are  booming  up  around  the 
square-towered  staii’wells  only  recently  completed  . 

Three  are  scheduled  for  completion  Sept.  1,  1964,  with 
the  main  administration-dining  building.  The  rest  will  be  com- 
pleted Dec.  31,  1964,  according  to  Edwin  J.  Butterworth  of 
the  News  Bureau. 

THE  STAIRWELLS  and  supporting  pillars  are  standing 
alone  now  waiting  for  the  roof -floor  pouring. 

Of  prestressed  steel  and  concrete,  each  floor  will  be 
poured  in  one  piece  like  a seven-layer  sandwich  of  conci*ete, 
straw  and  plastic. 

The  round  black  “collars,”  also  of  prestressed  steel,  will 
be  lowered  to  the  ground  and  the  concrete  poured  around 
them.  Then  hydraulic  jacks  placed  on  top  of  the  red  pillars 
will  lift  them. 

“A  HUGE”  control  panel  regulates  the  lifting  so  that  all 
portions  of  the  floor  or  ceiling  are  lifted  at  the  same  time. 
When  it  gets  to  the  right  place,  the  collar  will  be  “pinned” 
to  the  pillar  and  work  begun  on  the  next  floor. 

The  same  method  of  construction  was  used  in  building 
'Wymount  Terrace  and  Helaman  Halls. 

Exact  weight  of  the  slabs  is  unknown,  but  floors  smaller 
than  these  in  Wymount  Terrace  weighed  over  100  tons. 

A special  complication  is  the  “holes”  that  must  be  left 
in  the  concrete  slabs  for  the  stairwells  and  the  elevator 
shafts.  Each  building  will  have  two  elevators,  and  two  stairs. 

Each  hall  will  hold  264  students  while  the  Helaman 
Halls  house  237  per  building.  ' 

They  will  contain  six  stories  of  dormitory-type  rooms 
furnished  with  built-in  wardrobes,  tackboards,  tiled  floors 
and  upholstered  furniture.  Central  showers  and  bathrooms 
will  be  located  on  each  floor.

Ngo  Dinh  Nhu,  making  her 
Washington  debut  in  a hotel  a 
few  blocks  from  the  White  House, 
said  Wednesday  she  has  evidence 
that  some  Kennedy  administra- 
tion officials  have  “no  eagerness 
to  win  the  war  against  Commun- 
ists” in  South  Viet  Nam. 

THE  SHARP-TONGUED  siS- 
ter-in-Iaw  of  South  Viet  Nam 
President  Ngo  Dinh  Diem  criti- 
cized as  political  pressure  a re- 
cent withholding  of  U.  S.  com- 
mercial aid  to  Saigon.

THE  STATE  Department  has 
delayed  payment  of  a reported 
$12  millioi^in  grants  this  month 
to  help  South  Viet  Nam  finance 
commercial  imports.

I have  said  the  Vietnamese  gov- 
ernment looks  much  more  anti- 
communist than  the  American 
government. 

“The  Viet  Nam  government 
surely  is  more  anti-Communist 
than  a few  members  of  the  Ken- 
nedy administration,”  she  added, 
emphasizing  the  word  “few.”

THU  IN.SULATION  is  a furry 
golden  brown  that  looks  very  pet- 
table.  It’s  fiberglass  and  it  can 
be  petted  -if  you  get  a thrill  out 
of  stroking  shaggy  dogs  complt^te 
with  hairspray. 

I Something  with  a great  deal  of 
Customer  appeal  is  the  four  ele- 
vator.^^,  two  for  people,  two  for 
service. 

• ALSO  OF  customer  appeal  is 
the  food  services.  Every  kitchen- 
:^naekbar-{ood  area  in  the  entire 
l5uilding  has  its  exclusive  fire-red 
“quarry"  tile,  an  unpolished  and 
Ijighly  distinctive  flooring. 

Food  seiwices  is  handling  the 
fiuge  split-level  cafeteria,  snack- 
bars on  other  floors,  two  private  j 
kitchens  for  private^  kaffee-klat- 
ches  and  a tiutcher-bakery  older 
shop  in  the  basement.

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It  seems  that  I too  “managed 
to  miss  ...  in  the  Deacon’s  Quo- 
rum” tas  Mr.  Pratte  puts  it)  the 
.-.ame  answers  to  the  Negro 
question  as  did  Jeff  Nye.  Upon 
seeing  the  title  “An  Answer  For 
A Troubled’  Young  Man”  in  the 
Daily  Univer.se,  I thought  that 
perhaps  the  article  could  answer 
(at  least  in  some  way)  the  ques- 
tion-of  the  Negro  in  the  Mormon 
Church.  However.  I found  that 
Mr.  Pratt  avoided  answering  as 
do  the  leaders  of  the  Church 
this  confusing  question.  Church 
leaders  declare  that  the  Negro 
is  not  inferior  and  -Is  not  denied 
equality  in  the  Church;  yet,  they 
never  say  why  the  Negro  can 
not  hold  the  Priesthood.  It  seems 
ta  me  that  withholding  the 
Priesthood  from  the  Negroes  is 
denying  them  rights  in  the 
Church. 

Pres.  Hugh  B.  Brown  states: 
“We  call  upon  men  everywhere, 
both  within  and  outside  the 
Church  to  commit  themselves  to 
the  establishment  of  full  equal- 
ity for  all  God’s  children.”  Why 
then  does  the  Church  not  let  the 
Negro  enjoy  equality  in  the 
Priesthood  with  other  male  mem- 
bers. 

In  reading  the  staifdard  works, 
I have  never  found  valid  reason 
for  keeping  the  Priesthood  from 
the  Negro.  On  the  contrary,  scrip- 
ture Seems  to  support  the  idea 
that  God  denies  no  one  the  right 
to  His  blessings.  2 Nephi  26:33; 

. . and  he  inviteth  them  all  to 
come  unto  his  goodness;  and  he 
deriieth  none  that  come  unto  him, 
black  and  white,  bond  and  free, 
male  and  female,  and  he  remem- 
bereth  the  heathen;  and  all  are 
alike  unto  God,  both  Jew  and 
Gentile.”  Why  then  can’t  all  be 
alike  unto  the  Church  if  all  are 
alike  unto  God? 

'It  seems  to  me  that  the  Church 
should  uncover  some  scripture 
or  manufacture  a,  good  reason  for 
denying  Negroes  the  Priesthood. 
I am  not  satisfied  with  all  this 
beating  around  the  bush.

Woolens  Need  Cap 
For  Long  Life  Of  U| 


The  morning  frost  tells,  warns 
Margaret  P.  Childs,  head  of  the 
Clothing  and  Textiles  Dept.,  it’s 
about  time  to  bring  out  your 
wool  clothes  again.  Here  are  a 
few  tips  on  how  to  take  care  of 
your  winter-  wardrobe. 


1.  First  of  all,  don’t  crowd 
so  many  garments  in  one  closet 
that  they  doh't  have  room  to 
breathe.  A lot  of  the  WTinkles 
will  han^  out  if  they  have  room. 

2.  When  pressing  wool,  always 
press  with  moist  heat.  Either  use 
a steam  iron  or  a damp  cloth. 
Steam  relaxes  the  fibers  and  re- 
turns them  back  to  their  natural 
position.  Excessive  moisture 
doesn’t  do  a thing  and  may  dam- 
age the  wool. 


3.  The  best  press  cloth  for  w’ool 
is  another  piece  of  wool  with 
damp  cheese  cloth  over  that.  Or 
you  could  use  a piece  of  canvas 
cloth.  If  using  the  canvas,  re- 
member to  use  the  same  side  up 
each  time  because  the  iron  will 
cause  a shine  on  one  side.  If  you 
turn  it  over,  you  will  press  the 
shine  into  your  garment. 


4.  It  is  a good  idea  not  to  wear 
the  same  wool  garment  two  days 
in  a row,  says  Mrs.  Childs.  This 
will  prevent  bacteria  odors  from 
developing.  Also  wrinkles  will 
fall  out  and  the  fiber  will  have 
time  to  relax  back  into  its  na- 
tural position. 


5.  Periodical  brushings  with  a 
clothes  brush  will  help  to  give  a 
better  looking  surface  to  the  gar- 
ment. Also  it  is  a good  idea  to 
brush  the  garment  before  press- 
ing so  you  don’t  press  the  dust 
into  the  fabric. 


6.  Woolens  should  never  be 
i pressed  with  stains.  The  heat  will 


set  the  stain  and  it  will  bei 
harder  to  remove.  Remove! 
as  soon  as  possible. 


7.  Clothes  should  be  dr^fr 
ed  before  they  become  toefl 
soiled  and  before  you  pad 
away  at  the  end  of  winter. 


According  to  Mrs.  Chile 
be.st  rule  to  follow  for  rer 
stains-  is  “if  you  can’t-  i 
the  stain  by  sponging  wit 
water,  you  had  better  tak  Sv 
the  dry  cleaners.’’  - 


Over-pressing  and  over-cl 
will  wear  out  the  garment 
proper  care,  Mrs.  Childs 
can  lengthen  the  life  of 
woolens  three  times.

Last  Seasons  Upset  By  The  Cougt

It’s  open  season  on  Cougars  in 
Wyoming  this  weekend  and  the 
Wyoming  Cowpokes  are  prim- 
ing themselves  for  the  hunt. 

Cowboy  poach  Lloyd  Eaton  has 
vengeance  in  his  eyes  as  ho  pre- 
pares his  team  for  the  upc6ming. 
gridiron  battle  against  Brigham 
Young  University. 

Coach  Eaton  and  the  Cowboys 
are  full  of  rueful  memories  of 
last  years  upset  by  the  Cougars 
on  the  BYU  home  field  and  they 
are  seeking  to,  avenge  that  loss 
Saturday  afternoon. 

Eaton,  beginning  his  second 
term  as  Poke  head  coach  has  in- 
stalled a new  “flip-flop”  offense 
this  season  with  tremendous  re- 
sults. They  started  the  1963  cam- 
paign with  a 35-0  conquest  of 
Montana  State  and  followed  this 
with  a 21-14  uprising  against 
heavily  favored  Utah  State. 

The  Pokes  came  within  a 
whisker  of  upsetting  Gayle  Say- 
ers and  the  powerful  Kansas  Jay- 


hawks,  25-21.  Last  week  they  had 
a relatively  easy  game  with  a 21- 
3 win  j^ver  Colorado  State. 

Wyoming  has  26  lettermen  re- 
turning from  last  years  strong 
Cowboy  squad  and  except  foi 
split  end  have  at  least  two  mono- 
gram-wearers at  every  position. 

The  Wyoming  defense  has 
been  the  toughest  in  the  confer- 
ence thus  far  this  season.  The 
Cowboys  have  shown  a good  deal 
of  inconsistency  however,  by 
claiming  the  best  rushing  de- 
fen.se  and  the  poorest  pass  de- 
fense in  the  WAC. 

They  have  limited  oimonents, 
including  powerful  Ut^  State 
and  Kansas,  to  an  average  of 
only  121  yards  per  game.  How- 
ever the  Wyoming  secondary 
have  allowed  their  four  oppon- 
ents 28  pass  completions  for  an 
average  of  105.5  yards  per  game. 

The  Cowboy  defense  is  led  by 
tackles  Don  Quinn  and  work- 
horse guards  Art  Kissak  and  Bob 
Klaver.

Twenty-two  AFROTC  cadets 
will  take  the  air  this  week  at  the 
Provo  Airport.  They  will  learn 
to  fly  under  the  AFROTC  Plight 
Instruction  Program  of  the  BYU 
AFROTC  855  Cadet  Group. 

The  cadets,  all  seniors,  have 
qualified  for  thirty-six  and  one- 
half  hours  of  fljdng  instructions 
at  the  Provo  Flying  Service  of 
Provo,  according  to  Major  John 
O.  Canfield  of  the  BYU  detach- 
ment. 


TO  QUALIFY  for  the  flying 
lessons  the  cadets  must  pass  a 
rigid  physical  examination,  pass 
the  Air  Force  officers  qualifica- 
tion test,  pass  all  the  junior  Air 
Science  classes  and  be  recommen- 
ded by  the  chairman  of  the  Air 
Science  Dept. 

Major  Canfield  is  in  charge  of 
the  ground  instruction  for  the 
flying  program.  On  the  ground 
the  cadets  learn  radio  procedures, 
map  reading,  civil  air  regula- 


tions, navigation,  and  how  wea- 
ther conditions  affect  flying. 

THE  23  future  fliers  will  be  en- 
titled to  a private  pilot’s  license 
issued  by  the  Federal  Aeronau- 
tics Association  upon  completion 
of  the  flying  course. 

Upon  graduation,  the  cadets 
will  be  commissioned  second  lieu- 
tenants in  the  Air  Force. 

The  Flight  Instruction  Pro- 
gram will  get  underway  in  Octo- 
ber and  last  until  May.
